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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendments and accompanying remarks filed 2/21/03 have been 
entered and carefully considered. Applicant's amendment is found to overcome the 
prior art rejection set forth in the previous action because Robinson et a! do not teach 
flat substrates. Despite this advance, the amendments are not found to patently 
distinguish the claims over the prior art and Applicant's arguments are not found 
persuasive of patentability for reasons set forth herein below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is indefinite because of the phrase "combined... without detachment." 
This phrase does not limit the metes and bounds of the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner In which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Austin et 
a (5543206). 

Austin is concerned with the creation of a flat laminate. Said laminate comprising 
a plurality of adhesive bonding points (col. 5, lines 2-5). Austin does not explicitly state 
that the adhesive points are evenly distributed. However, if this is not implied, it would 
have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art to distribute the points 
evenly. Such a modification would have been motivated by the desire to simply the 
manufacturing process. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Nohr et al 
(5578369) in view of either Austin et al (5543206) or Mesek (3838694). 

Nohr is concerned with the creation of a flat laminate. Said laminate comprising 
a plurality of adhesive bonding lines (col. 6, lines 22-27). Nohr does not teach points, 
but teaches that "other patterns can be employed without limitation (col. 6, lines 30-31)." 

Austin and Mesek both teach that bonding by lines is equivalent to bonding with 
points (col. 5, lines 2-5 and col. 10, lines 21-35, respectively). It would have been 
obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art to select from known equivalents. 
This skilled artisan would have been motivated to choose points over lines by the desire 
to reduce costs by conserving adhesive. If even distribution is not implied, it would 
have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art to distribute the points 
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evenly. Such a modification would have been motivated by the desire to simply the 
manufacturing process.
